Yesterday,  Today, 
and  Tomorrow... 

During  the  first  month  of  the  year  2000, 
our  Town  will  celebrate  the  forty-fourth 
anniversary  of  its  founding.  It  is 
intriguing  to  look  back  on  those  forty-four  years 
in  search  of  hints  as  to  how  the  Town  might  look 
forty-four  years  into  the  second  millennium. 

Los  Altos  Hills  was  incorporated  in  January 
1956,  with  a  population  of  about  2.500,  and  no 
city  hall,  sidewalks,  or  street  lighting.  Nearby 
Silicon  Valley  was  a 
precocious,  fast- 
growing  infant.  Despite 
this,  the  residents  of  the 
neu  town  looked 
forward  to  a  life  as 
described  in  the 
founding  "Cireen 
Sheets"  document.  The 
Cjreen  Sheets  talked  of 
"at  least  one-acre  of 
land  (per  home 
site)... preservation  of 
the  Riral  atmosphere  of 
the  foothills."  and  "our 

area  (remaining)  residential,  quiet,  and  reasonably 
rural."  It  also  stated  that  "We  do  not  want  high 
speed  roads. . .more  tratTic. . .more  quarrying  and 
trucks... dense  subdivisions  with  standardized 
house  plans... a  full  scale  police  force... a  full  time 
council... a  city  manager  (!)." 

In  the  past  decade,  Silicon  Valley  has  matured 
into  the  most  vigorous  engine  of  economic 
growth  in  history.  And  in  a  real  estate  market 
characterized  by  fierce  demand  for  homes  of  high 
quality  in  distinctive  surroundings,  many  of  the 
captains  of  industry  of  Silicon  Valley  ha\e  mo\ed 
into  Los  Altos  liills.  This  migration,  which  has 
increased  our  population  to  X.OOO  today,  has 
posed  many  challenges  for  the  Town  government. 


The  current  residents  of  the  Town  can  be  proud 
of  the  manner  in  which  many  of  the  principles 
defined  in  the  Green  sheets  have  been  sustained 
and  made  a  permanent  part  of  the  Town's 
infrastructure.  Strong  public  sentiinent  has 
mandated  retention  of  the  one-acre  home  site.  The 
two  quarries  existing  in  1956  and  their  associated 
truck  traffic  ha\e  disappeared.  Subdivisions  have 
been  developed  of  custom  homes  only,  with 
underground  utilities.  We  have  nothing  more  than 
a  modest  police  presence  prov  ided  by  the  County 
Sheriff,  and  the  Town  Council  is  part  time  body. 
We  are  still  without  sidewalks  and  streetlights; 
and  our  small,  single 
slorv.  redwood  Town 
Hall  shows  a  desire  to 
cling  to  the  original 
rustic  vision  of  the 
founders.

The  status  today  is  that 
the  Tow  n  has  retained  a 
reputation  for  being  a 
highly  desirable,  quiet, 
niral  residential  commu- 
nity, with  the  important 
characteristics  described 
in  the  Green  Sheets  still 
intact.  Municipal  legislative  mechanisms  by 
which  these  qualities  are  maintained  are  the 
subject  of  lively,  ongoing  public  debate. 

But  what  of  tomorrow?  If  we  assume  that  tiie 
one-acre  zoning  will  continue  and  recogni/e  that 
development  of  the  last  remaining  building  lots  in 
Town  will  allow  the  population  to  increase  to  no 
more  than  about  10.000  residents,  it  is  not 
unreasonable  to  assume  that  the  Los  Altos  Hills  (^'i 
the  year  2044  can  be  remarkably  similar  to  the 
Town  we  see  today.  As  a  municipality  with  one  of 
the  country's  highest  percentages  of  registered 
V  oters  expressing  their  opinions  at  the  polls, 
perhaps  we  can  be  confident  that  our  residents 
will  continue  to  guide  our  elected  representatives 
in  the  right  ilirection.

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CITY  MANAGER 'S  REPORT 


Fremont  Road  Pathway  Project 


The  Fremont  Road 
Pathway  Project  is 
nearly  complete. 
Engineering  is  currently 
redesigning  areas  of  a  new 
asphalt  shoulder  benn  to 
improve  drainage  while 
minimizing  the  impacts  on 
adjacent  neighbors.  .A.s  in 
most  construction  projects, 
refinement  of  the  design  in 
the  field  is  required,  but  we 
expect  the  end  result  to  be  a  major  improvement  for  the  area. 

Pathway  Fees 

Pathways  Committee  member  Les  Earnest  has  proposed  a 
new  method  of  calculating  pathway  in-lieu  fees,  and  presented 
his  ideas  to  the  Finance  Committee  at  their  1 1/1/99  meeting. 
Since  pathways  are  de\'eloped  on  only  one  side  of  the  road, 
developments  across  the  road  contribute  their  fair  share  to 
pathway  improvements.  The  current  fees  are  based  upon  the 
amount  of  road  frontage,  which  makes  the  assessment  on 
comer  lots  far  greater  than  that  of  similar  sized  property  with 
limited  street  frontage.  The  Committee  recoinmended  that  a 
more  equitable  assessment  would  be  one  based  on  developed 
floor  area.  Staff  is  proposing  an  outside  consultant  be  used  to 
review  all  the  Town's  fees,  and  any  pathway  fee  changes 
could  be  considered  with  the  overall  fee  study. 


Land  Use  Element  Update 

The  Land  Use  Committee's  second  meeting  was  held  on 
Monday,  October  18th.  The  group  listed  its  "likes"  and 
"dislikes"  about  the  Town,  and  things  they  might  like  to 
change.  They  agreed  to  review  policies  in  the  existing 
General  Plan  at  the  next  meeting  to.identify  those  policies 
where  there  is  general  consensus  and  those  that  may  need 
revision  and/or  should  be  included  in  a  community  survey. 
The  Committee's  next  meeting  will  be  held  on  Monday, 
November  15th. 

Building  Permits  for  Quarry  Hills  Subdivision 

The  Quarry  Hills  Subdivision  improvements  are  now  nearly 
complete,  and  staff  is  working  with  the  developer  to  finalize 
the  work  prior  to  Town  acceptance.  There  are  several  indi- 
vidual home  sites  currently  in  process  for  building  pemiits 
that  depend  on  subdivision  completion  for  issuance. 

Associate  Planner  Position 

Carl  Cahill  began  work  as  the  Town's  new  Associate 
Planner  on  October  4th.  Please  stop  by  to  say  hello  if  you 
haven't  already.  Susan  Stevenson  will  continue  to  work  part- 
time  as  a  contract  planner  until  at  least  the  end  of  October. 


Swale  between  Altamont  Road  and  Central  Drive 

A  pemiit  for  restoration  of  the  creek  that  had  been  filled  was 
issued  on  September  30th  and  notice  of  the  approval  was  sent  to 
all  neighbors  and  other  interested  parties.  The  Department  of 
Fish  &  Game  approved  the  plans  subsequently,  and  work  began 
the  week  of  October  1  Ith.  Staff  expects  the  work  to  take  4-6 
weeks.  Staff  has  not  yet  received  a  response  to  the  suggested 
plan  for  re-routing  of  the  previously  existing  pathway,  but  is 
following  up  on  the  issue. 

Bi-monthly  trash  pickup 

The  outside  contractor  is  now  removing  trash  on  a  regular 
basis  (twice  a  month)  on  major  roads  in  town.  Public  Works 
Manager  Jim  Rasp  is  reviewing  the  perfomiance  of  the  contrac- 
tor to  ensure  that  tliey  do  a  good  job  of  cleaning  up  the  roadside  trash.

Plan.  The  Land  Use 
Element  outlines  the  Town's 
policies  regarding  land 
developnicnl,  and  has 
historically  dealt  with  the 
preser\ation  of  the  open  and 
rural  atmosphere  of  the  Town. 
Policies  ot  the  existing 
Element  limited  site  uses  to 
single  family  homes  and 
agriculture,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  churches,  schools,  and  government  buildings.  The 
Element  has  not  been  updated  since  1975,  so  the  etVort 
vs  ill  be  an  important  opportunity  to  determine  how  the 
community  sees  itself  in  the  year  2()()(). 

Key  issues  which  are  likely  to  be  addressed  by  the  Land 
Use  Element  include:  appropriate  mitigation  measures  to 
limit  impacts  resulting  from  new  de\elopment;  the  level  of 
discretion  in\ol\cd  m  the  review  of  new  de\elopment; 
annexation  oppoilunilies  and  constraints;  and  the  extent  to 
which  new  non-rcsidciitial  dc\ck)pnn.'nt  slioiild  be 
allowed. 

A  comnuinily  sur\cy  will  be  fornnilatcd  as  part  of  the 
update  process,  and  will  be  mailed  to  all  Tov\n  residents  to 
solicit  input  on  the  above  issues  and  others. 

A  committee  of  13  residents  appointed  by  the  City 
Council  has  been  formed  to  ad\  ise  stall  and  the  Town's 
planning  consultant  regarding  issues  and  policies  for 
review,  and  to  assist  with  development  of  the  community 
survey.  When  a  draft  Element  is  prepared,  probably  in 
mid-2()()0,  public  hearings  will  be  scheduled  before  the 
Planning  Commission  and  City  Council,  w  ith  public 
notice  pro\  ided  to  residents  as  the  process  mo\es  along. 
Completion  of  the  update  is  tcntati\cl>  sciicdulcd  for  late 
in  the  year  2()()().

Recently,  someone  has 
attempted  to  resunect  a  bit  of 
Rudolph.  A  tree  stump  imbedded 
in  cement  now  occupies  the 
same  site  about  three  feet  tall 
with  a  short  branch  jutting  from 
the  topsides.  It  represents  only 
his  neck  and  head.  Antlers  have 
been  attached  at  one  end.  A 
small  red  ball,  representing  his  red  nose  rests  on  top  of  the 
upturned  side  branch.  His  proud  and  snooty  appearance  seems  to 
say,  "I  have  returned  and  hope  to  continue  giving  pleasure  to  those 
who  pass  by  me."
